Problem—Sir Stafford Cripps

LONDON, Oct. 23—(AP)—Sir Stafford Cripps, leader 
of the Hou se of Commons and member of the war cabinet 
who last spring made an ineffectu al attempt to 
persuade 
Indian factions to accept the British government's 
offer of 
dominion statu s, has given me an interview tu rning 
new 
light on this dispu te which involves the independence 
of 
close to.400,000,000 people. 
Sir Stafford says the key to*" 
says

Gandhi’s presistent su pport of the 
policy of non-violence. 
PERPLEXING PROBLEM 
The point made is that it is im­ 
possible for Gandhi's personal ad­ 
herents to participate in any gov­ 
ernment, no m atter what its na­ 
tu re, which wages war. Thu s Eng­ 
land, which is in the midst of a 
life and death stru ggle, is asked 
to cou ntenance an Indian govern­ 
ment that not only wou ld not 
fight, bu t might even insist on 
making 
peace 
with 
Britain’s 
enemies. 
I don’t believe that Gandhi, 
who wasn’t present when the de 
cision was taken, was personally 
responsible for the rejection of 
the government’s proposal,” Sir 
Stafford added. 
AGREEMENT NECESSARY 
However, 
his influ ence and 
ideas 
dominated 
those of the 
working committee of the All- 
India Congress, who did tu rn down 
thfe offer. We mu st have the 
agreement of the congress for any 
solu tion.” 
Now if Sir Stafford’s estimate 
of the position is correct, it makes 
mu ch more easily u nderstandable 
one of the world’s most compli­ 
cated problems. Heretofore all 
sorts of involved reasons have 
been advanced by variou s dispu ­ 
tants to explain the failu re to 
agree. This new explanation, cal 
cu lated to show that the imbroglio 
is revolving on a single pivot, is 
easy to see. 
REACTION IMPORTANT

turn out liberty cargo ships with 
astonished speed. 
He broke it down this way when 
we pumped him with questions: 
Initiative (he was going to call 
it brains) is necessary but useless 
w ithout energy to carry out ideas. 
The fewer 
the man-hours, the 
quicker and 
c h e a p e r the job. 
M aterials must keep flowing, w ith­ 
out good spirit, a job slows. 
Tools? Size won’t stop him. If 
the tools on hand are not large 
enough for the job, he’ll fix that. 
He is using cranes now that 
lift 54-ton sections onto the prac­ 
tically completed hull of a liberty 
ship. He has larger plans for the 
tankers he is building. 
He plans to lift bodily onto the 
deck of a tanker hull, the pre­ 
fabricated m i d s h i p deckhouse 
weighing 140 tons and the aft 
deckhouse, much larger and com­ 
plete even to plastering and wir 
ing. 
Big, bald and at 60, so sturdily 
built he looks round, Kaiser needs 
plenty of room and has found it 
on the west coast. 
Because his yards there are 
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am ple—enabling much of the worn 
of assembling a vessel to be done 
in the open instead of in cramped 
quarters—man-hours are 
s a v e d 
and construction time is reduced. 
Kaiser and his associates used 
initiative, energy, m aterials, room 
and tools, all calculated to reduce 
man-hours, in laying out the as­ 
sembly system in their yards, of 
which the Oregon Shipbuilding 
Corporation at Portland is a prime 
example. 
Kaiser men consider the 
record- 
breaking job on the Josph N. Teal 
the “planned cunmnauon 
tu a 
technological revolution 
in ship 
construction methods.” 
That Kaiser wonder-ship, a 10,- 
500-ton liberty vessel, was recently 
delivered 14 days after its keel 
was laid. It was launched 10 days 
after keel-laying. The other four 
days were needed for outfitting 
and trial runs. 
K aiser dismisses any suggestion 
that the building of the Teal was 
a publicity stunt, but makes no 
effort to say it will represent the 
average time for ship building and 
delivery in his yards. 
He predicts, however, th a t his 
yards will be producing two liberty 
ships a month on each set of ways 
with outfitting of the vessels re­ 
quiring an average of four days 
more. The number of man-hours 
spent on the first Kaiser liberty 
ship delivered last December was 
9 00,000. The average now is 450,- 
000. 
K aiser says the Teal was a 
record-breaker because more men 
were put to work on it than the 
other ships, although “work picked 
up on all the other shipways while 
the Teal was being built.” 
The liberty ships built for the U. 
S. M aritime Commission are de­ 
signed for simplicity and ease of 
construction and fit into the tech­ 
niques of mass production: Exact 
duplication, préfabrication and as­ 
sembly, extensive use of m anufact­ 
ured parts, intensive application 
of labor.

Only one light is allowed in each 
bedroom, and a sy stem of fuel 
watchers has been organized to 
d:tect waste. 
No central heating is in use at 
either the palace or Windsor cas­ 
tle at present, and no fires are be­ 
ing lighted. Ex cept by doctors’ 
orders, fires will not be allowed 
in bedrooms this winter. 
The numoer of boilers at Wind­ 
sor castle has been so reduced that 
on certain day s, there is no hot 
water supply in some residential 
parts of the roy al home. The oc- 
cu; ’.nts of these rooms must ob­ 
tain hot water from the kitchen. 
Full economy measures h av e 
also reached the roy al kitchens, 
and all unessential lights in the 


palace corridors hav e been cut out. 
rn .ose restrictions apply equ ally 
to the priv ate apartm ents of King 
George and Qu een Elizabeth and 
other parts of the palace and the 
castle. 
In ev ery room of the palace and 
the castle there is a notice signed 
by Sir Piers Legh, M aster of the 
King’s Hou sehold, stressing the 
necessity for rigid fu el economy .

President Roosev elt is abou t to appoint to th e 
Su preme Cou rt may h av e it in h is power to decide 
one of th e most im portant issu es concerning re ­ 
ligiou s freedom ev er to come u p in th is cou ntry ? 
Th at issu e grows ou t of th e refu sal of Jeh ov ah ’s 
Witnesses to salu te th e flag becau se of religiou s 
scru ples against participating in w h at th eir creed 
teach es th em is a form of idolatry . Th e Su preme 
Cou rt apparently settled th at issu e in th e Gobitis 
case of 19 40. By a v ote of 8 to 1, Ch ief Ju stice 
Stone being th e only dissenter, it th en affirm ed th e 
righ t of a Pennsy lv ania sch ool district to ex clu de 
from sch ool two ch ildren from a Witness family 
wh o refu sed to salu te. Bu t last spring, wh en th e 
cou rt passed on th e righ t of th e W itnesses to 
circu late th eir literatu re w ith ou t a license, th ree 
of th e ju stices wh o h ad been in th e m ajority on 
th e Gobitis ease—Dou glas, Mu rph y and Re'ed— 
startled th e cou ntry by annou ncing th a t th ey h ad 
been wrong. Clearly , th erefore, th ey are now 
ready to v ote with Ch ief Ju stice Stone to u ph old 
th e religiou s scru ples of th e Witnesses. Since 
Ju stice Bry nes, wh o v oted against th e W itnesses 
in th e free press case last spring, h as now left 
th e bench , th is means th at th e present cou rt 
wou ld div ide, 4 to 4, if th e issu e came before it 
again. And th e almost u nprecedented action of 
a lower federal cou rt in Ch arleston, W est Vir­ 
ginia, in going against a ju dgm ent of th e Su preme 
Cou rt and ru ling last week th at W est Virginia 
sch ool officials cannot requ ire a flag salu te in 
v iolation of conscience, practically insu res th at 
th e wh ole m atter will again come before th e 
Su preme C ou rt for settlem ent.

be ready to m eet it. 
Indu strial ch emists h av e w ork­ 
ed ou t meth ods and equ ipm ent 
for th e detection and identifi­ 
cation of th e w ar gases by ch emi­ 
cal means, to su pplem ent and to 
improv e u pon th e odor or “sniff 
te st” meth ods. 
In order to detect and identify 
dilu te v apor concentrations 
of 
m u stard gas or oth er v esicant 
agents or, wh en desired, of any 
of th e w ar gases inclu ding ev en 
carbon monox ide, a portable gas 
analy zer h as been dev eloped. Th e 
latest model is small enou gh in 
size and weigh t, so th a t it can 
be h andled easily 6 y one person, 
and is now being produ ced com­ 
m ercially . 
Th e ch emicals u sed to identify 
th e w ar gases may be absorbed 
on test papers or powders or may 
be dissolv ed in w ater or oth er 
liqu ids before u se. In th e pres­ 
ence of th e v ariou s agents th ey 
u n d e r g o 
ch aracteristic color 
ch anges wh ich serv e to identify 
gas. 
Test papers and powders, as 
well as paints 
w h i c h ch ange 
color, h av e also been dev ised for 
th e detection of blistering agents 
like m u stard gas and Lewisite. 
Th ese are v ery u sefu l for de­ 
tecting th e liqu id form of th ese 
agents, su ch as may be splash ed 
abou t in droplets for th e ex plo­ 
sion of gas bombs or grenades 
carried to th e earth from a ir­ 
craft-borne spray s. •

General M arsh all told of finding 
in a N orth Carolina h ospital a re­ 
cent draftee 48 y ears old with 
angina. 
An 
irreplaceable mech anic of 
six y ears ex perience in a v ital war 
indu stry was drafted becau se h e 
was only recently m arried, wh ile 
a m arried bookkeeper in th e same 
office was left on a job wh ich 
cou ld be easily filled by a woman. 
Ev ery time D raft Director Her- 
sh ey makes a speech proph esy ing 
th at fu rth er h eav y with drawals 
of manpower will be made for th e 
Army , single men or ev en married 
men in defense indu stries ru n ou t 
and enlist to obtain preferred po­ 
sitions. 
Bu t th e local boards pay less 
attention apparently to General 
Hersh ey ’s orders. Each h as its own 
localized problem and acts in it* 
own indiv idu al way . 
It is apparent th e draft law 
does not make sense. 


Now th e Tolan committee of 
th e Hou se h as come forward with 
a report recommending th at th e 
situ ation be cu red by establish ing

Bu t, wh ile th ey 
were speaking, a small w ar m ate­ 
rials m anu factu rer from Milwau ­ 
kee appeared in some obscu rity 
before th e Senate labor committee, 
and su ggested wh at seems to be a 
plainer analy sis of th e problem 
and a simpler solu tion.

His problem also v aried with 
th ose of oth er similar manu fac­ 
tu rers (steam engines, small boat 
engines) doing w ar work in oth ers 
sections.

Some 
congressional 
testim ony 
su ggests th is is being done in 
Britain. Th e sy stem of district 
qu otas and ov er-all national regu ­ 
lations is reinforced th ere by per­ 
sonal inv estigation of an Army 
man or a branch official of th e 
draft administration. 
Becau se Britain does it, does 
not necessarily mean it is good. 
Bu t if th ey can redu ce su ch a v ast 
problem inv olv ing sev eral million 
men into th e fair adju stm ent of 
each indiv idu al problem of each 
man, certainly w can do it. 
Th en, at least, some one will be 
responsible if absu rdities occu r.
